Allowable Subject Matter 
1. Claims 1-5 and 8-14 are allowed. 

The primary reason for allowance of claims 1-6 and 8 is the inclusion of a judging means 
that judges that the toner residual amount is insufficient when a number of times that the output 
of said sensor is less than the reference value within a predetermined detection time exceeds a 
reference number of times, which is found in all of claims 1-6 and 8, but not disclosed nor 
suggested by the prior art of record. 

The primary reason for allowance of claims 9-14 is the inclusion of a judging means that 
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judges that the toner residual amount is insufficient when a reference rate with respect to an 
output from a sensor is less than the reference value exceeds a reference rate value, which is 
found in all of claims 9-14, but not disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of record.
